Youths rampage in Isla Vista

The community of Isla Vista near the 
University of California at Santa Bar­ 
bara was rocked by more than 1,000 
rioting youths last night and early this 
morning. Thirty persons were arrested. 
Sixteen law enforcement officers were in­ 
jured 
and thousands of dollars in dam­ 
age 
occurred 
including the leveling 
by fire of the community’s 
Isla Vista 
branch of the Bank of America. 
The melee brought out a force of more 
than 300 officers from the tri-county area 
along with 150 California Highway Patrol­ 
men, all under the command of Santa 
Barbara County Sheriff James Webster. 
Quiet was restored to the community 
near 5:30 a.m. but a large force of offi­ 
cers remained. 
Five 
Lompoc police officers were 
among the injured. They were part of 12 
officers from the community summoned 
by Sheriff Webster to assist in calming 
the 
disorder along with two local fire 
units, one ftom the county and one from 
the city. 
Injured from Lompoc were Gus Dodd, 
head injuries; Mark Landry, severe an­ 
kle injury; Sgt.Al Cowell, wrist and ankle 
injuries; Sgt. Billie Ziegler, 
chest in­ 
jury; 
Reserve 
Officer Robert Dolla- 
hite and Officer Delbert 
Trimble, leg 
injuries and Frank Martinez, injuries 
unknown. 
Only 
Landry was taken by 
ambulance to the hospital for treatment 
and released. 
The local officers were part of a force 
of approximately 80 officers who first 
went into the disturbance near 7:30 p.m. 
to rescue a security officer reported 


trapped in the Bank of Americabuilding. 
The force was surrounded by the youths 
who threw bottles, rocks, hunks of con­ 
crete 
and other projectiles forcing the 
retreat of the officers. Also forced to 
pull from the Embarcadero area near the 
center of the community were fire units 
attempting to put out the blaze 
at the 
bank building and an adjoining coin- 
iterated laundry building. 
“ It was like mortar fire,’’ one officer 
commented. “ Look man, those aren’t 
humans in there — that’s insanity.” 
“ I sent 80 men in there and they got 
clobbered,” Sheriff Webster crisply 
commented. 
The rioting youths, finding an aban­ 
doned sheriffs squad car, overturned 
the car and set it on fire a block from 
the blazing bank building. They also 
smashed hundreds of windows and ran­ 
sacked a real estate office taking the flir- 
niture from the office and throwing it 
into the raging bank building fire. Mas­ 
sive 
hunks of concrete broke windows 
and dented bodies on several police ve­ 
hicles and helmets of the fleeing officers, 
“ They threw everythingthey could get 
their hands on at us,” said another offi­ 
cer. 
“ At one point 1 even saw a huge 
jug flying through the air.” 
“ It was terrible,” Lompoc’s 
Sgt. 
Frank Martinez commented. 
It was more than five hours later 
that Sheriff Webster was able to orga­ 
nize a force large enough to cope with 
the situation after conferring with the

A 
National 
Guard 
colonel 
Nixon proposes 
Economy Act 


WASHINGTON (I’PD-President Nixon 
proposed to Congress 
today a Federal 
Economy Act to eliminate or scale down 
nonessential, “ sacred cow” ;overnment 
programs. He said the saving would run 
as higli as $2.5 billion in fiscal n71. 
Nixon’s list of economies ranged from 
$100,000 for tea-tasting to -4 million for 
scholarships and loans to some well-to- 
do college students. 
In 
a special message to the House 
and Senate, Nixon said: 
“ Never has the need to curtain un­ 
necessary spending been as vital as it is 
now. The rising cost of living, which 
causes so much hardship to so many of 
our people, must be arrested; a bal­ 
anced budget is needed to hold the line 
on rising prices and interest rates.’’ 
The savings invisioned by the Presi­ 


dent were included in 1971 budget totals 
which he submitted to Congress about 
a month ago. 
However, this was the first time he had 
spelled out in detail how he proposed 
to go about the elimination or restruc­ 
turing of what he called “ sacred cows’’ 
in the federal structure which have “ out­ 
lived their usefulness or need drastic 
revamping.’’ 
One of his targets is the Medicaid 
program which provides health care for 
poor people who cannot pay their own 
costs.

Plot to oust Schrade 
to move next week 


SACRAMENTO UPI - Senators plot­ 
ting a countercoup to oust President 
Pro Tempore Jack Schrade say they 
will not shelve their plans while he is 
being investigated by three district at­ 
torneys. 
“ We will make a move next week,’’ 
Sen. Clark L. Bradley predicted Wed­ 
nesday. 
The San Jose Republican has been 
one of the most outspoken critics of 
Schrade since it was reported the Senate 
leader accepted a $5,000 campaign con­ 
tribution from a special interest three 
years before his next election. 
Schrade, a San Diego Republican, says 
he deposited the money in his campaign 
fund. 
He denies the sum was paid in 
return for a favorable vote on a multi­ 
million dollar bill. 
However, three district attorneys—in 
Sacramento, San Diego and Tulare— 


was in attendance in Sheriff Webster’s 
command post located 
in a county fire 
station a mile from the scene. 
As soon as officers were assembled 
from as far away as Morro Bay, they 
were 
thoroughly 
briefed by Sheriff 
Captain Joel Honey on a “ sweep” pro­ 
cedure through the area and transported 
in 80 squad cars and three buses to a 
rendezvous point from where they were 
commanded by Webster. A breakdown in 
communication hampered efforts and 
it was 3:10 a.m. before the first word 
arrived at the command post that four 
arrests were made. 


Arrests 
and bookings were made on 
the spot of the arrest with the suspect 
and the arresting officer being photo­ 
graphed together before being taken to 
the make-shift jail in the command post. 


Pockets 
of youthful resistance were 
still reported near 5 a.m. with youths 
taking to balconies of apartments to hurl 
their projectiles and then disappear into 
the darkness. 
The final busload of suspects was un­ 
loaded at approximately 5:30 a.m. 
Sheriff Webster 
and other top law 
enforcement officers 
present blamed 


the appearance of William

“ We have contacted 
federal authori­ 
ties and are hopeful that they will look 
into charges of inciting a riot by cross­ 
ing state lines,” Webster commented. 
Künstler, in an address late yesterday 
afternoon before 5,500 students of the 
more than 15,000 student body, delivered 
a fiery, contemptuous speech. Onlookers 
reported that during the speech, agitar 
tion was promoted by a large number 
of youths who delivered printed pam- 


phlets urging the assembly to meet in 
“ Perfect Park,” an empty lot area 
near the Isla Vista Bank of America. 
And that is where it all began. 
Sheriff Webster stated, following the 
securing of the area, that 50 members of 
the California Highway Patrol will r^ 
main on the scene until 4 p.m. today 
when they will be bolstered by an addi­ 
tional 100 CHP officers. Also under sug­ 
gestion is a sunset to sunrise curfew 
tonight for the community. 
Meanwhile, all officers in the tri­ 
county area will be kept on alert, Sheriff 
Webster said.

American Medical Association opposes 
President's plan to limit Medicare fees

-T he 
Nixon administration has en­ 
countered (^position from the 
American Medical Association 
to its new plan to impose limits 
on 
the 
fees 
doctors 
and 
hospitals can collect for treat­ 
ing patients under Medicare. 
The details of the plan were 
to be spelled out today by John 
G. Veneman, undersecretary of 
health, education and welfare 
(HEW), who announced it to 
the Senate Finance Committee 
Wednesday then hurried off to 
another meeting. 
His departure drew fire from 
Sen. Abraham A, Ribicoff, D- 
Conn., who headed HEW in the 


Kennedy 
administration. 
He 
said 
he 
wanted 
to 
talk to 
“ policymakers’’ 
not 
the 
“ bureaucrats’’ Veneman 
left 
behind to answer questions. 


Veneman carefully avoided 
calling the administration plan 
a “ fee schedule’’ for doctors — 
alwasy a controversial concept 
—but 
his 
plan 
amounted to 
that. 
Under it, fees doctors collect­ 
ed 
for 
treating 
Medicare 
patients could be no more than 
the fees charged by 75 per cent 
of doctors in 1969 in that area 
for the same services. The fees 
would rise only when wages 
and prices and “ the physician’s 
cost of doing business’ rises. 


Dr. 
Gerald 
D. 
Dorman, 
president of the AMA, called 
the administration’s plan unreap 
listic. 
“ Physicians are disturbed by 
threats of additional federal 
controls,” he said. 


“ Burdening these busy doc­ 
tors with more red tape and 
restricting payments to unrea- 
listically low levels may drive 
them away from participating 
in Medicare and Medicaid,” he 
said in a statement. “ Then the 
government will have discri­ 
minated against many people 
who meed medical care.” 
Under 
the 
Medicare 
law, 
doctors are limited to “ custo­ 
mary” , “ reasonable” or “ pre­ 


vailing” fees for the services 
they 
perform 
for 
the 
19.5 
million Americans over 65 who 
pay a $4 monthly fee for the 
health insurance part of Medi­ 
care. The hospitalization part of 
Medicare is paid for under 
Social Security taxes. 
The government defines “ pre­ 
vailing” fees as no more than 
those charged by 83 per cent of 
the doctors submitting bills to 
Medicare. So the Veneman plan 
represents a rollback. 
Medicare has proved more 
costly 
than 
anticipated and 
expenditure is now exceeding 
income at a rate which, if 
continued, would create a $215 
billion deficit in the Medicare 
trust ftind in 25 years.

government, echoing the charge 
by Judge Julius J. Hoffman 
that the “ Chicago Seven” are 
dangerous men, has asked a 
federal appeals court to reject 
their request for bail. 
Another brief, filed by the 
American Civil Liberties Union 
and signed by former Attorney 
General Ramsey Clark, said 
denial of bail for the seven 
would violate the first, fifth, 
sixth and eighth amendments to 
the U.S. Constitution 
Five of the “ Chicago Seven” 
were found guilty by a U.S. 
District Court jury of crossing 
state lines with intent to incite 
riots during the 1968 Democra­ 
tic National Convention. Hoff­ 
man found all seven defendants 
and their two attorneys guilty 
of comtempt of court. 
Hoffman 
denied bail after 
imposing the contempt senten­ 
ces on the grounds the nine are 
“ dangerous men.” 
The government brief, filed 
Wednesday with the 7th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals, said 
the defendants “ are a danger 
and threat to the community.” 
The 39-page brief, signed by

A. 
Foran, also said the record 
“ does not in any way establish 
that 
the 
appeal 
of 
the 
conviction is mertorious. 
“ The government 
submits 
that there is no policy to grant 
bail to all self-styledpolictical 
militants. . In this case denial 
is based on the danger in view 
of the evidence,” the govern­ 
ment brief said. 
The ACLU brief said, “ at the 
very least, the defendants are 
entitled 
to bail pending the 
out come of the case.” 
The ACLU argued there has 
been no showing the “ seven” 
are a danger to the community. 
The brief said the men were 
convicted 
not of committing 
any violent act but rather of 
possessing a state of mind. 
Besides Clark, the petition 
was signed by Burke Marshall, 
chief of the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s civil 
rights 
division 
under 
President 
John 
F. 
Kennedy; 
and 
three 
other 
lawyers. 
Clark, now 
a 
Washington 
attorney, 
was 
called as 
a 
defense witness during 
the 
trial.

Mental Hygiene said it doesn’t 
know what he is talking about, 
and a state lawmaker reported 
the problem is even bigger than 
Post indicates. 
Post told the Senate Finance 
Committee Wednesday that in 
its zeal to virtually replace the 
mental hospital system with 
community 
treatment 
p r o- 
grams, the state has failed to 
guarantee 
that 
patients will 
receive the same level of care 
at local clinics and hospital. 
“ What has happened in the 
community program is that you 
put him (a patient) in a facility 
and forget him,” he asserted 
during 
a briefing 
on

Ronald Reagan’s proposed $6.5 
billion state budget. 
He termed the situation a 
“ blind spot” in such state- 
subsicized local treatment pro­ 
grams as those provided by the 
Short-Doyle Act and the Lanter- 
man-Petris-Short Act.

Nixon, Pompidou end discussion still apart 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Pres- 
ident Nixon and French Pres­ 
ident Georges Pompidou today 
conclude their discussions in an 
air of cordiality which tended 
to obscure the fact that they 
were still considerably apart on 
a number of critical issues — 
particularly the Middle East.

George Murphy, R-Calif., called 
today for “ prompt action” on

Murphy 
said speedy action is needed 
because land values “ continue 
to escalate dramatically with 
each passing day.” 
Murphy warned a g a i n s t 
amendments that might result

committee opened hearings on 
a 
bill 
to 
raise 
authorized 
spending from $19 millionto$57 
million. 
“ If this subcommittee should 
decide, 
in its wisdom, that 
certain proposed amendments 
should be added, and if definite 
assurances 
could 
then 
be 
obtained in advance that these 
amendments would be accepta­ 
ble to the House, I would not 
object to the inclusion of proper 
amendments,” Murphy said. 
“ On the other hand, if the 
addition of certain amendments 
would plunge the Point Reyes 
issue into dispute and delay, it 
is my feeling that they could 
well be considered at some 
later 
date 
by 
having them 
introduced as individual bills 
after the passage of a Point 
Reyes measure that is mutually 
acceptable now to the Senate 
and the House.” 
Murphy 
also defended his 
direct approach to President 
Nixon in behalf of the park. 
Nixon’s decision to back the 
proposal was announced Nov. 
18 
at a White House news 
conference attended by Mur­ 
phy, Rep. Wayne N. Aspinall, 
D-Colo., chairman of the House 
Interior Committee, and Rep. 
Don H. Clausen, R-Calif.

from requesting the 
direct

President in any matter unless 
the situation in question has a 
top priority and has reached a 
critical point,” Murphy said.

Nixon, in his budget message

Bill to prohibit 
inspection of 
DMV records 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - As­ 
semblyman William Campbell, 
Rr Hacienda Heights, today pro­ 
posed three bills to prohibit the 
sale, distribution or unauthor­ 
ized inspection of Department 
of Motor Vehicles records. 
Campbell said the legislation 
resulted from investigations by 
his office and the legislative 
analyst’s office on the depart­ 
ment's 
longtime practice of 
selling information on driver’s 
licenses and vehicle registra­ 
tions to private companies such 
as mail advertising firms. 
The 
lawmaker 
said 
his 
measures 
will 
“ insure 
the 
individual’s rights to privacy by 
halting 
the 
flow 
of 
such 
information to junk mail firms 
and by eliminating the possibili­ 
ty that the lists would be used 
for undesirable purposes.” 
One of the measures would 
permit individuals to inspect 
their own records for accuracy 
and require the DMV to make 
corrections when inaccuracies 
are found. 
Campbell said recent reports 
showed that some motorists 
had been charged higher auto 
insurance premiums or were 
dropped by insurance compa­ 
nies 
because 
of erroneous 
entries in DMV records.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Less 
than a year ago, Sens. Edward 
M. Kennedy of Massachusetts

Washington were a continent 
apart on the troublesome issue 
of

(ABM> defense for the nation. 


Today, eight months before 
the two Democrats stand for 
re-election, they suddenly found 
they had been agreeing with 
each other all along. 
Jackson and Kennedy have 
issued statements in the past 
two days opposing the Nixon 
administration’s plan to begin 
expanding the system to protect 


the population against Mainland 
China. 
They both agreed, however, 
the ABM should be designed 
specifically to defend American 
Minuteman 
missiles from a 
pre-emptive strike by the Soviet 
Union. 
Last year Kennedy led the 
fight 
against 
the 
Safeguard 
system and Jackson was the 
unofficial floor leader of the 
ABM proponents. Both were in 
the forefront of the struggle 
that ended in a 50 -50 tie vote, 
killing the effort to scuttle the 
ABM. 
What changed the situation 
was 
Tuesday’s 
proposal by 
Defense Secretary Melvin R. 
Laird to begin buying land for 


five ABM sites that would form 
a chain across the northern 
part of the country to protect 
against an accidental launch or 
an unsophisticated Chinese at­ 
tack. 


One of these five sites would 
be somewhere near Jackson’s 
home state in the Northwest 
and another would be in the 
Northeast, near Kennedy’s La- 
liwick. In both Washington and 
Massachusett there is intense 
opposition to having the ABM 
sites near heavily populated 
areas.

1968, 
when 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
tried to build sites for the old 
Sentinel ABM in Boston and 
Seattle, citizens of both areas 


picketed and held mass opposi­ 
tion meetings.

Some hands are so simple 
when you look them over a 
second time you wonder how 
anyone can go wrong. Yet, 
somehow or other, they are 
botched up at the table. 
South looked over dummy 
carelessly 
and 
remarked. 
“ It’s too bad you didn’t rebid 
one no-trump. We’d have a 
sure game there.” 
South wasn’t quite right 
about that. Give East five 
clubs to the king-queen-jack- 
nine and the ace of diamonds 
and a club lead would beat 
three no-trump. But three no- 
trump would have made a 
mighty good contract. 
Four spades was also a 
very good one and the 100 
honors made it superior in 
rubber bridge. The fact that 
four spades was 20 points 
more than three no-trump 
made it a better contract in 
duplicate. 
None of this really con­ 
cerned South. He won the 
heart in dummy and played 
out three rounds of trumps. 
Then he led a diamond. 
Dummy’s king lost to East’s 
ace and, since West had hung 
onto all four diamonds, South 
wound up losing three dia­ 
monds and a club. 
The way to make four 
spades is to take full advan­ 
tage of the trump suit and 
score six trump tricks. South 
simply wins the first trick in 
his own hand and leads a dia­ 
mond. East takes his ace and 
returns anything his heart 
desires. S o u t h wins that 
trick, cashes his queen of 
diamonds and loses another 
diamond to West. Now there 
is no way to keep South from 
ruffing his last diamond with 
dummy’s queen of trumps. 
This way he loses only two 
diamonds and one club.

kind will gain new and more 
meaningful freedom by mutually 
agreeing to restrict “ ruinous 
freedoms,” such as that of 
over-breeding, and a political 
scientist who claims such a 
theory of “ mutual coercion” 
is politically naive and unrea­ 
listic. 
Dr. Garrett Hardin, profes­ 
sor of biology at UCSB, and 
Beryl Crowe of the political 
science department at Oregon 
State University will state their 
opposing views in a colloquium 
entitled, “ Freedom and Coer­ 
cion in the Control of Popu­ 
lation and Pollution,” at 3:30 
in UCSB’s Campbell Hall. 
The public is welcome to at­ 
tend free of charge and to 
participate in the discussion 
which will follow the formal 
presentations. A discussion by 
a student panel will also take 
place. 
Dr. Hardin argues that just 
as mankind in the distant past 
became more free, not less, by 
agreeing to outlaw robbery, so 
it will gain more freedom “ by 
relinquishing the freedom to 
breed.” 
Friday’s confrontation is a 
verbal extension of a literary 
debate which began with the 
publication in December of 1968 
in Science magazine, the jour­ 
nal of the Amercan Association 
for the Advancement of Science, 
of an article by Dr. Hardin en­ 
titled “ The Tragedy of the Com­ 
mons.” 
Dr. Hardin contended 
that the solution of the popu­ 
lation 
problem 
would not be 
found in technology, but in “ a 
fundamental extension in mor­ 
ality.” 
Political Scientist Crowe took 
up his pen in challenge. 
His 
article, “ The Tragedy of The 
Commons Revisited,” appeared 
in the Nov. 28, 1969 issue of 
Science.

PASADENA - March 15 is the 
deadline for filing claims for 
welfare exemptions from prop­ 
erty taxes, 
Richard Nevins 
warned religious, hospital, sci­ 
entific and charitable institu­ 
tions today. 
Nevins, Southern California 
Member of the State Board of 
Equalization 
indicated 
that 
“ early filing with your county 
assessor will allow time for 
remedying or clarifying any 
weaknesses in your claim.” 
Nevins cautioned all claim­ 
ants to review their articles of 
incorporation which must spe­ 
cifically spell out that the prop­ 
erty is irrevocably dedicated to 
religious, charitable, scienti­ 
fic, or hospital purposes. In 
addition, you must qualify as 
an exempt organization under 
Section 2370Id of the Revenue 
and Taxation Code or Section 
501(c> (3) of the Internal Reven­ 
ue Code of 1954. 
Problem areas which cause 
rejection of exemption claims 
are: 
1. Articles of incorporation 
or amendments submitted must 
be stamped by the Secretary of 
State prior to March 1, 1970, 
or facts cannot be considered. 
2. The corporate name on the 
claim must be stated exactly 
as it is stated on the articles; 
a dba is not acceptable. 
3. Exemption form line 4 — 
Proper date for this year would 
be 1970-71. If 1969-70 is used, 
forms would be processed for 
late filing and the law ^plica- 
ble for that fiscal year would 
be applied. 
“ The Board of Equalization 
is the final authority on the eli­ 
gibility for welfare exemptions, 
except that the assessor may 
deny an exemption to a claim­ 
ant the Board regards as eligi­ 
ble 
for exemption,” Nevins 
concluded.

Years later when both were 
old men, Ty Cobb walked into a 
liquor store operated by Jack­ 
son. Cobb walked around the 
shop for 15 minutes without any 
recognition from Jackson. Then 
he asked his old rival if he 
hadn’t recognized him. 
“ Sure, I did,” said Jackson, 
who batted .375 in the 1919 
World Series and insisted he 
was innocent of any wrong­ 
doing. “ But I didn’t think you 
would want to talk to me.”

indicates deceptive and misleading merchandising 
promotion," charged Berry C. Williams, who conducted the 
investigation. 
“ Our data show that an average of about 10 per cent of the 
prizes 
advertised and ostensibly . . . offered are ever ac­ 
tually awarded and, 
even worse . . . that 90 per cent of 
the few prizes that are awarded are of the least valuable va­ 
riety, most being mere trifles worth perhaps a dime or a 
quarter." 
Forget the yachts, the vacations in Europe, the lifetime 
incomes. You just don’t get them, he says. 
The subcommittee is considering a trade regulation rule 
to put some curbs on these sweepstakes.In the meantime, it’s 
caveat emptor — or don’t spend your winnings until you get 
them. 


The long wait 


It’s Monday or Tuesday, and you and 
your friend, Joe, are sitting around the 
coffee bar at work discussing when was 
the last time you took your wives out to 
dinner. You come to the conclusion that 
it has been so long ago that neither of 
you can remember. 
So you make the decision that this Sat­ 
urday evening you 
are going to take your 
wives out on the town. 
Since 
Saturday 
evenings are normal­ 
ly quite crowded in 
the better restaur­ 
ants, you phone im­ 
mediately to obtain 
reservations for four 
at 
your 
favorite 
place. 
Fine, 
t h e 
sweet voice on the 
other end agrees, a reservati(m for four 
at 8 p.m. Now, everything is set, or so 
you think. 
You arrive on Saturday, a few min­ 
utes before the reserved time, and re­ 
port your presence to the hostess, who 
checks over her list of reservations, 
ciMifirms that you have one, then gives 
you the line that it will be just a few 
minutes, and would you mind waiting in 
the cocktail lounge until you are called. 
Okay, you expected this, so off you trot 
to a table in the lounge. 
A pretty cocktail waitress, dressed 
scantily, arrives, smiles at you, and you 
suc' umb to her invitation to buy a round 
of drinks while you are waiting. A half 
hour later, and a couple of more rounds, 
and you are still waiting for your dinner 
table. About this time you are becoming 
slightly impatient, so you wander over 
to thi- hostess to see how things are com­ 
ine along with your table. You are told 
that it will only be just a few more min­ 
utes, that the place is more crowded 
than usual, and you will be called shortly. 


So you have another drink. By now, you 
could care less whether your table ever 
gets set up and you get called for din­ 
ner. 


Or, if you happen to be one of those 
who nevpr drink, you fidget away In the 
comer of the cocktail lounge, politely 
refusim^ to purchase any drinks. After 
a half hour of this, the cocktail wait- 
r* -s is giving you looks of the worst 
kind. And you fidget even more until 
finally your name is called about 9 
o’clock and you are relieved to move 
away from the stare of the hired help 
in the lounge and into the dining room. 


Now, I’m sure this has happened to 
many of you more than once. You have 
reservations at a restaurant, and arrive 
on time, only to find that you are shunt­ 
ed into the bar. Sometimes you get i.‘*at- 
ed in the few moments you are told you 
will have to wait. But most times, you 
are lucky to be seated within an hour 
after arrival. 


Well, ttiat may all ciiange, but don’t 
count on it. There is a bill in tt№ hop­ 
per in Sacramento that would make it a 
misdemeanor, with the possible loss 
of a liquor license, for a restaurant to 
keep you waiting for longer than 30 
minutes after the reservation time. 


The author of the bill reasons that 
the “wait in the bar’’ line is being 
used to the detriment of customers. He 
says that by the time the customer Is 


called for dinner he is too schnocker- 
ed to care about whether he eats or not. 


I doubt the bill has any chance of 
even getting out of committee, but after

have participated, according to Robert­ 
son, and more have scheduled rides 
in the days ahead. A breakdown of the 
applicants shows more than two-thirds 
of the citizen-riders have been males 
ranging in age from 13 to 50 years and 
the balance were females ranging in age 
from 13 (the youngest permitted age^ 
and 45 years. There have been com­ 
binations such as husband and wife, 
father and son (or daughter), mother 
and son or daughter, according to Rob­ 
ertson. 


The backgrounds of the applicants have 
ranged from a doctor and other profes­ 
sional persons to laymen. Several of the 
younger riders have had some prior 
brush with the law. No problems have 
resulted from the program and for that 
reason, Robertson has recommended 
that it be continued. 


The majority of the riders have com­ 
pleted statements reflecting their im­ 
pressions following tours of “duty," and 
all have been favorable, Robertson said. 
Comments seen by this reporter indica­ 
ted that most of the citizen-riders were 
surprised at the amount of effort put 


forth by officers, the extent to which 
law enforcement personnel go to safe­ 
guard life and property and the high de­ 
gree of proficiency on the part of all 
personnel. As a part of their tour, 
the riders are first briefed on various 
police functions such as records keep­ 
ing, report writing and the various de­ 
partments, such as the dispatch area, 
booking department, jail section and 
interrogation rooms. 


This reporter would like to add his 
voice to those already heard. Touring 
the city with a policeman was nothing 
new to me, but some of the amazing 
efficiency of the local department cut 
through the ennui and caused a warm 
feeling. A police reporter normally see.s 
so much of the sordid side of life that 
he soon develops a kind of shell that is 
only broken occasionally. Riding on tour 
recently with Police Lt. Mel Ramos was 
one of these times. I will shortly do 
something special in this regard, but for 
the time being the public should know I 
was amazed. 


The swiftness with which the officers 
reacted to suspicious circumstances was 
heart warming; the massive way officers 
responded to calls for assistance from 
fellow officers reminded me of my days 
in the Army when at critical points in­ 
dividuals were welded Into a team.

the secret Shelepin document 
shows how critically-even dangerously— 
the Soviet is over a barrel. 


ihe document begins with a highly 
classified and unreported statement in 
December to the Central Committee of 
the Supreme Soviet by Communist Party 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev warning that 
they have all wandered into a mine field. 
He describes what he calls the “ serious 
insufficiencies" of the national economy. 
Then Brezhnev lists a long sequence of 
calamitous mis judgments. 
He calls them“ largely irredeemable." 
He declares, moreover, that they plague 
the U.S.S.R. “ at the very moment when 


the 1971 - 1976 development plan is being 
prepared." 
Then came the crusher. 
Brezhnev confided that the calamitous 
misjudgments now force a drastic low­ 
ering of the plan’s targets. 
And the 
document closes with the alarmed en­ 
dorsement of Commissar Nikolay Bay^ 
bakov, the Chairman of Gosplan, the 
government’s planning agency, and Vas­ 
iliy Garbuzov, Minister of Finance. 
When Shelepin 
revealed 
this he 
included all particulars. The Kremlin 
internally compiles its statistics in 13 
major categories. These are: national 
revenue, total industrial output, rail and 
river transportation of total freight, 
agricultural production, electric energy, 
timber, oil, steel, chemicals, building 
materials, paper, meat, metal plant- 
machine ry production. 
Steel output is in such a drastic snafu 
that the Kremlin has been forced to sell 
gold in immense amounts to but Western 
European steel, as this column reported 
on January 12. And agriculture is in a 
crisis. For example, last year’s cereal 
production fell nine million tons be­ 
low 1968 and there is a near-collapse 
in potato and beet sugar ou^ut. Shoe 
production, in turn, has now fallen to less 
than one pair per person per year. But 
the secret document shows that not only 
these sections of the economy but every 
single one of the 13 Kremlin categories 
is — without exception — off from the 
previous year and heading down at a re­ 
lentless, cumulative rate. 
You are lost when dealing with the 
Communists unless you realize that they 
can be cunning and stupid at the same 
time. The Soviet leaders regularly under­ 
estimate us — they who call us greedy 
economic animals who live only for what 
we consume. They as regularly overesti­ 
mate themselves. They are often stupid, 
or just too, too clever which often come 
to the same thing. But why pay attention 
to the propaganda from the Soviet para- 
dise, or guess what’s what? Here it is 
from the horses’ mouths.
